W ashington, April 30.—At the wat 
departm ent it is said that efforts are be­ 
ing made to have the reorganized stand­ 
ing army fully officered and equipped 
aud enlisted to the strength of 75,000 
by Aug I.

Pekin, April 30.—The generals of the 
power* held a conference Monday morn­ 
ing to consider the withdrawal of the 
troops and decided to address a note to 
the ministers informing them that when 
m inisters are able to announce the lump 
gum demanded as indemnity and when 
the Chinese have agreed to the principle 
of paym ent the arm ies will be immedi­ 
ately w ithdraw n. 
Other matters dis­ 
cussed 
were 
the

the adm inistration of Pekin to native 
officials and the plan for tho command 
of the legation guards—as to whether 
this command should be centered in one 
or some other detachment. 
Regarding 
the gover nm ent of Pekin it was decided 
to allow the Chinese gradually to as­ 
sume control, until they have the city 
in their hands, the m ilitary only exer­ 
cising passive supervision. 
Some time was spent in considering 
the reply of the m inisters to views re­ 
cently enunciated by the generals re­ 
garding other questions of a purely mil­ 
itary character. 
The m inisters agree 
w ith the generals as to the rasing of 
the forts and also as to the points to be 
occupied between Pekin and the sea, 
but they desire the generals to specify 
the numbers of the different nationali­ 
ties at Tien Tsin aud Shan Hai Kwau. 
80 far as concerns the garrison of 4000 
men which is to rem ain perm anently at 
Tien Tsin during the period of actual 
occupation it will be necessary that 
each nation’s strength shall be deter­ 
mined. 
The m inisters have said th at the gov­ 
ernm ent at Tien Tsin shall be abolished 
as soon as the m ilitary departs.

agree that the forces in China should be 
under one commander-in-chief, but they 
contend th at the generals should under­ 
stand that the legation guards are en­ 
tirely outside such forces and under 
their respective m inisters.
